And helping them to have a better appreci- 
ation for their good fortune Is not the only 
purpose of all this Information brought back 
to them from Orcat Britain. 

It should serve as a wamlng that what has 
happened in Orcat Britain could happen 
here, and In fact Is already on its woy. With- 
out weighing seriously the consequences of 
jioclallsm and all that goes with It, the people 
of Magic Valley lllce many Americans gen- 
erally, have lootced on more or less compla- 
cently while socialism has been gaining a 
toehold in this country.

WIUle-Mack Bloff was and Is 
colled Wlllle-Mack because' In our 
underworld and some ol our tender- 
loin police alatloru a bargaining 
agent for ladles Inaenslblo allko to 
the lithlblUoni of decency and the 
laah of shame la known as a macker- 
el, derived from the French ma- 
qucreau.

The unique program, orlslnatlns 
from Chicago under the guidance of 
the Unlvenliy of nilnoli cotleae of 
dentistry, proirldea lectures by six 
ouutnndlna dental and medical scl- 
enllsts for 171 dental societies and 
study clutn In 4S states and 
provinces Jn Canada. 
Mrchnnlcalty, the proaram consists 
' n OO-mlnutc telephone converaa. 
tlon from a lecture hnll on the unl- 
vemlty campus to the hotels or as. 
sembty halls In the cities where Lira 
partlclpatlhs aroups are located. At 
the rccelvlna end. the telephone lec- 
ture Is amplirted over a loud speaker. 

Taklnff part In the "clnM" from 
this area are Drs, O. W. Buracu.

Unable to afford leavlns his family 
itnd practice to take a post -graduate 
course offered by the university In 
JM7, he asked the school to transmit 
the lectures by telephone to himself 
and ID other dentists. 

Dr. Levy now Is directing the tele- 
phone program which the university 
broadened to nation scope two yean 
.S80. . Definite advantages from this 
type prosrom are that an unlimited 
nimiber of persons can enroll and It 
permits persons from areas distant 
from medical centers to keep up with 
new developments. 

First In the series of lectures, alven 
Monday, was based on the "cause 
and control of dental decay." 
PartlclpaUna were Drs. Robert O- 
Keaet and Isaac Schour, University 
of Illinois; Dr. Henry M. Leicester. 
Coll ego of Physicians and Sura eons, 
San Fcanclsco; Dr. Frank S. Oiland, 
Zoller Memorial dental clinic, Uni- 



versity of Chicago: Dr. Heltnut a. 
Zander, University of Minnesota, 
and Dr. H. Trendlcy Dean, U. S, 
public health aervtcc. 

"Overwhelming evidence tndlcatti 
dental decay is on infection caused 
primarily by microonranlsms and 
their harmful by-products," Dr. 
Orland told Uio naUon-wlde lUten- 
Ing audience. 

Dr. Kesel added that the one food 
which Is BTcatly responsible for 
sUmulaUng decay activity oti teeth 
Is sugar. 

The average American eats more 
than 100 pounds of susar each year," 
he declared. "Thla icprcMinU an In- 
crease from SO pounds 100 years ago. 
During this past century, there has 
tMen an Increase in the amount 
of lootli decoy." 

The soluUon to this decay prob- 
lem Is not on easy pne, but the 



partlclpatlntt dentists attreed that 
cooperation of alt patients was of 
ultimate Importance In reducing the 
Incidence of tooth decay. 

Dr. Kesel admitted that most 
present methods of reducing' tooth 
decay are either. time consumlntt or 
unpalatable. Individuals must, either 
deny ihemselvts lomethlha which 
they greatly enjoy, such as candy 
bars, or they must perform con. 
sl.itenlly and conscientiously a time. 
consumlnit procedure such u tootli 
brushing. 

Researchers hope eventually that 
a tasteless. decay-Ilghtlnft chemical 
whlsh can be mixed nrvlully Into 
food may be developed to beat tills 
dental breakdown. ThLi substance 
would be consumni with food, Just as 
Iodine la token iti salt to prevent 
goiter. Unfortunately, however,' thL 
new bullt-ln safeguard osalnsl den'

Evidence 
Indicates that decay Is started by 
acids resulting from the action of 
bacteria on carbohydrate foods In 
the mouth. ■ 

3. Removal of carbohydrates from 
the mouth by tooth brushing Im- 
mediately after each meal. The de- 
cay octlvUy Ukes place within aO 
to 30 minutes' after eaUng." 

3, Strengthening the resistance of 
enamel to decay by the use of 
fluorides. This could be done by ap- 
plyhiR the tloortdc to the tooth sur- 
face In the fental office or aa a com- 
munity TicUvlty by adding It lo the 
drinking water. Thb has been un- 
dtclaken In many communlUcs as a 
public health mea.iure by adding an 
optimal amount of fluorlde~~l.0 port 



per mllUon— to the drinking water, 
or. Dean reviewed the results of a 
recent surrey which showed that 
children using domestic watera-con- 
talnlne fluoride experiencQ only one 
half to a third oa much dental decoy 
OS children who use water with little 
or no fluoride. 

4. Use of urea, ommonla, chlor- 
ophyl. or penicillin to augment the 
mouth's natural bacteria UshUng 
ability. Anti - bacterial substances 
are being thoroughly Investigated In 
many research studies today In the 
hope ot learning their eltectlvcneas 
in the control of dental decay.
